MGA determines access rights by the type of agen-

cy. Each agency user needs to request access rights 

after logging into MGA for the first time after regis-

tering. If access is needed for more than one agen-

cy, users may need to register separately for each 

one.

Use MGA for legitimate governmental purposes on-

ly. It is not to be used for personal or non-

governmental use.
